Last year American Red Cross 
chapters dealt with the problems of 
nearly 400,000 veterans and their 
families. The workers find that as 
the years go on their responsibility 
increases rather then decreases. 
Changes in legislation, the increas- 
ing age of veterans and the conse- 
quent increase in physical ills, bring 
new needs for sympathetic treat- 
ment by trained Red Cross workers. 
In addition to this service to veter- 
ans the Red Cross served as the 
oflicial medium between the people 
and the men in military and naval 
service, giving aid through this 
service last year to 6,979 men in the

Cotton Producers Will Vote 
On Compulsory Control Of 
1935 Crop Early Next Month 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10,—-Com- 
pulsory control of cotton produc- 
tion, most radical of the new deal 
farm plans, will face the test of 
it popular vote during the second 
week in December, 

After a year’s trial of the Bank- 
head Act, which sought to limit 
production to 10,460,251 bales this 
year, the Farm Administration an- 
nounced today that it will ask 
cotton farmers: “Are you in fa- 
vor of continuing the Bankhead 
Act for next year?" 

The exact date on which the 
poll will be taken at 8,000 ballot- 
ing points throughout the South 
has not been finally determined, 
It hinges now upon completion of 
printing of the ballots, informa- 
tion, and tally sheets, 

Secretary Wallace, in a state- 
ment accompanying the sample 
ballot, declared results of the vote 
will have no effeet on the yvolun- 
tary control program which will 
be reopened for new signers with- 
in a few weeks, Rental and bene- 
fit payments for acreage adjust- 
ment next year will continue on 
much the same basis as prevailed 
this year, he added, 

“Cotton farmers must decide 
whether, in their opinion, the ad- 
justment of cotton production un- 
dev the voluntary contracts is suf- 
ficient to meet the requirements of 
the present emergency,” the see- 
retary said, 

“Will the efforts of a small mi- 
nority of non-cooperators, the 
tendency toward more intensive 
cultivation, and the possibility of 
new lands coming into cotton pro- 
duction combine to increase total 
production above the point which 
seems desirable? That, it appears, 
is the central question involved in 
a decision on continuing the Bank- 
head Act for next year," 

Wallace also said that “it is 
reasonable to expect” that many 
difficulties encountered in admin- 
istering the act this year can. be 
tivoided but he hastened to add 
that he was not attempting to in- 
fluence farmers’ opinions, 

“It is my hope that cotton pro- 
ducers will investigate carefully 
all the facts and reach a decision 
based upon considered judgment as 
to whether the Bankhead Act is 
needed to assure attainment of 
the objectives of the cotton ad- 
justment program,” he said. 

The unsigned ballot will give 
furmers an opportunity to vote 
“Yes” or “No” on the question and 
will contain no other information 
except the admonition: ‘“Continu- 
ance of the Bankhead Act means 
that a tax will continue to be ley- 
ied on the ginnings of cotton in 
excess of an allotment made to 
meet the probable market re- 
quirements,” 

No cotton farmer will be barred 
from voting because of race, AAA 
officials said, pointing out that all 
persons ‘who have the legal or 
equitable right as owner, tenant, 
sharecropper, or otherwise to pro- 
duce cotton on any cotton farm, 
or part thereof, in the United 
States for the crop year 1935-36" 
are entitled to cast their ballots 
under terms of the act. 

The referendum will be con- 
ducted by election committees in 
each community with one member 
of each county production control 
committee sitting in the election 
group. 

AAA officials do not expect more 
than 50 per cent of the eligible 
producers to vote in the referen- 
dum, but a two-thirds vote of this 
group, if it is evenly distributed 
throughout the cotton belt, will be 
accepted as an accurate estimate 
of sentiment. 

On the result of the poll will de- 
pend President Roosevelt's decision 
on whether he will proclaim con- 
tinuation of the act next year and 
Secretary Wallace’s decision on 
levying the 50 per cent tax on 
cotton produced of allotments 
granted to individual producers. 

Sentiment throughout the South 
is divided on the question, accord- 
ing to information reaching the 
Farm Administration, and officials 
predict spirited verbal battles be- 
fore the discussions now under- 
way over advantages and disad- 
vantages of the measure are term- 
inated by the poll.

THOMSON, Ga,, Nov, 9.—-Jim 
Black Stone, 40, Thomson mer- 
chant, was brutally murdered and 
robbed of the day's receipts from 
his store early tonight by an un- 
known assailant who crushed the 
victim's skull with a brick and 
piece of an axe handle, 

He was found on Church Street 
between his store and his residence 
in an unconscious condition by

Chief Hall and his assistants 
and Sheriff Lynn J. Norris of Me- 
Duffie County ave investigating the 
murder and said they have sev- 
eral clues in addition to the brick 
ad axe handle, which they are 
tracing. 

The officers late last night 
Were scouring the city and county 
in an effort to apprehend the mur- 
derer, They believe the murder 
was done by a person who was 
familiar with the town and with 
Mr, Stone's habit of carrying mon- 
ey taken in at his store during the 
day to his home at night, The of- 
ficers also ave keeping close watch 
about the grounds of a carnival 
playing here in hopes of appre- 
hending the murderer, 

Operators of the ambulance, 
Which made a record run of 81 
minutes from Thomson to the Uni- 
versity hospital, said he appeared 
at one time to be dying in the 
vehicle, but the attending physi- 
cian resorted to artificial respira- 
tion and kept him alive until he 
reached the hospital. 

Mr. Stone was a native of Me- 
Duffie County and had lived in this 
section all his life. He had op- 
erated a store in Thomson for ap- 
proximately 10 years, and was 
prominent in Masonic circles here. 

He was the brother-in-law of J. 
BH, Wilkerson, Thomson banker, 
and the brother of Mrs, Ruby 
Hardin of Augusta. 

He is survived by his mother, 
Mrs. W. H. Stone; five sisters, 
Mrs, Wilkerson and Mrs, Hardin; 
Mrs. R. S. Boyd of Elba, Ala; 
Mrs. J. Thomas Ward of Austin, 
Tex.; and Mrs. Wallace Simpson 
of Macon; three brothers, W. H.

Many sections of this state are 
having trouble about getting de- 
pendable fence posts, Some farm- 
ers cannot buy lightwood posts 
any more and they are not able to 
buy metal posts. I have learned | 
by experience that many of us 
can have good posts with very 
little trouble. The common willow 
tree makes a fine post if you will 
use it correctly. My suggestion 
is that you cut your willow post 
when they are about five years old 
or about five inches in diameter. 
Cut the posts and put them out 
the same day and be sure to put 
the large end down, If you could 
put some paint or tar on the top 
end it would do good. If there 
are some sprouts on the post do 
not remove them but leave them 
to grow. Next spring you will 
find that most of these posts are 
green and that they will grow} 
into a tree. The secret lies in 
not nailing your fence to the posts 
but to a strip which you have 
nailed to the post. This prevents 
the tree from growing over your 
wire and leaves your fence so you 
can take it down if you like. An- 
other thing which you should do 
is leave the sprouts to grow. Then 
~ycut these sprouts back every year 
and in this way you can keep the 
posts or trees from growing very 
fast. The posts cannot grow rap- 
idly unless there is a heavy top 
of leaves. If you will keep the 
sprouts cut back from year to 
year you can almost regulate the 
growth of your posts. I would 
also like to suggest that you pack 
the earth closely around the bot- 
tom of these posts when you are 
putting them out. Put in a small 
amount of top soil and pack it 
well before you put in more. Keep 
this up until the entire hole is 
firmly packed. You will find that 
these posts will all live in the 
branch places. If the ground 
moist they will live easily but if 
the soil is thirsty they will not 
do so well. You will also find 
that your split posts rot off quick- 
ly in the damp places so I sug- 
gest that you proceed to use wil- 
low posts in the damp places this 
winter and you will soon learn

es. A willow post will last you 
as long as you live if you will 
only handle it properly Please 
do not get the idea that willow 
posts will not do well on ridges;

The frizzles are a peculiar fowl, 
and raised largely because of their 
freakish appearance, their feath- 
ers curving upward and backward 
at the ends. They are looked on 
as fancy fowls and are not bred

as they will sap your farm land 
some, but it is foolish to put out 
any other kind of post down in 
the branch and through the woods. 
If you doubt what I have to say 
about this matter, then put out 
a few in the branches and watch 
for yourself. I would also sug- 
gest that you get a start of wil- 
low trees on your farm if you do 
not have them, I do not know 
how to get them except by put- 
ting out a tree but you can soon 
have them if you will put out just 
one tree in a damp place. I sug- 
gest that you move a large tree 
if you don’t have any on your farm, 
Cut the top off and it will live 
easily. Let me suggest that you 
tell your neighbor about this plan. 
We have hundreds of farmers who 
do not know that they can save 
hundreds of posts in this way. 
Pass the word around to them 
so they too may take advantage 
of this common sense plan of farm 
economy.

The month of November is the 
best month in which to put out 
your fruit trees. It is now time, 
or it will soon be time to put them 
out. You can use sprouts from 
your old trees and save the cost 
of buying fruit trees. Your apples, 
pears, plums, apricots, peaches and 
pomegranates can be grown from 
your sprouts. Of course, you can- 
not grow budded fruit in this 
way. Cut the sprouts where they 
are about five feet in length and 
be sure that the cut end is per- 
fectly smooth. Use a very sharp 
knife and keep on cutting until 
you have the end as smooth as 
you can get it. Do not even leave 
a bruised piece of bark on the cut 
end, Place the sprout in a hole 
that is about three feet deep and 
press some top soil firmly around 
the very bottom of the sprout 
with your hands. Keep on press- 
ing the soil firmly around the 
sprout until you have reached the 
level of the ground. About two 
feet of the sprout will be above 
the ground and you will be sur- 
prised when you find that most all 
of them will live. So do not buy 
your trees but grow them at home. 
This thing will work and it works 
well if done correctly.

Roosevelt in speaking at ‘Tupelo, 
Miss., Certainly sanctioned munici- 
pal power such us exists 
there. ‘There was no interpreta- 
tion that he meant to take over 
private power companies, 

Rather, his declaration for a 
nationwide development for cheap- 
er power was somewhat officially 
interpreted us endorsing the Tupe- 
lo plan of municipal operation and 
a very blunt suggestion to pri- 
vate power companies to cooperate 
for cheaper rates, ‘‘or else.” 

The president asserted a “deep 
seated belief’ that “the people of 
this nation understand what we 
are trying to do, are cooperating 
with what we are trying to do and 
have made up their minds that we 
ure going to do it.” 

At Birmingham, an _ industrial 
center, he assured the “keenest 
concern” of the administration 
for heavy industries and told the 
“obstructionists” that they ‘do 
not reflect the views of the over- 
whelming majority of the people.” 

So today the cheery, confident 
chief executive ruminated over a 
stack full of government reports 
for new plans but apparently was 
determined to keep the govern- 
ment on its present course with- 
out material deviation or much 
new legislation, 

He reached this settlement, 
which he has fostered, after 10 
o'clock (C.S.T.) last night but the 
folks were out to greet him as they 
were out at every turn throughout 
his three day trip through the 
South. 

This is really another home to 
Mr. Roosevelt. It was here he 
came to fight back from an attack 
of infantile paralysis after his 
service in the war as assistant 
secretary of the navy. This com- 
munity today is a foundation for 
aid to other infantile paralysis 
victims and many patients, princi- 
pally children, are here. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who left the 
presidential special yesterday at 
Birmingham and flew to Atlanta 
by airplane to keep a radio speak- 
ing engagement, rejoined the 
president upon his arrival there 
last night and was with him here 
today at the cottage. 

For the next two weeks the 
White House will be this tiny, 
white cottage high up among the 
pine trees on a hill overlooking 
three states—Georgia, Alabama 
and Florida. 

Here will come in the very near 
future congressional leaders and 
government aides, The president 
is studying very seriously efforts 
to put more men to work and to 
end unproductive relief grants. 

He also is studying very serious- 
ly efforts to make government in- 
come and outgo balance and has 
taken personal charge of the bud- 
get. In all probability both Sec- 
retary Morgenthau and Harry L. 
Hopkins, federal relief administra- 
tor, will be among the visitors 
here. 

As for heavy industries, Mr, 
Roosevelt said to the throng at 
Birmingham: 

“T well understand the problem 
of the heavy industries, such as 
iron, steel and coal—industries up- 
on which you so largely depend. 
They are matters of the keenest 
concern to the whole administra- 
tion.”

The informal Sabbath morning 
talk resulted in one of the most 
significant utterances from the 
chief executive since the Novem- 
ber election. He stopped there to 
visit the government homestead 
project and to find results of the 
first community to purchase pow- 
er from the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. 

Citing figures showing a reduc- 
tion in power rates and a 126 per} 
cent increase in consumption, he 
announced that ‘what you are do- 
ing here is going to be copied in 
every state in the union before we 
are through.” 

After a recital of the figures, 
the president said: “We are prov- 
ing in this Tennessee valley that 
by using good business methods 
we can instruct a good many busi- 
ness men in the country. 

“T understand that from the fi- 
nancial point of view, in spite of 
various fairy tales that have been 
spread in other parts of the coun- 
try, your power system is. still 
paying taxes to the municipality. 
That is worth remembering. Fur- 
thermore, that as a whole it is a 
remarkable business success. 

“T talk about those figures first 
because it has been so often wrong- 
ly alleged that this yardstick 
which we are using could not be 
applied to private businesses be- 
cause a government yardstick re- 
ceives so many favors; that it is 
let off from paying this and pay- 
ing that and paying the other 
thing.” 

He noted opposition, something 
called to his attention by the di- 
rectors of the TVA who reported 
that ‘coal and ice dealers’ were 
fighting the federal development. 

“We recognize,” said the presi- 
dent, “that there will be a certain 
amount of—what shall I say ?— 
rugged opposition to this develop- 
ment, but I think we recognize 
also that the opposition is fading 
as the weeks and months go by, 
fading in the light of practical ex- 
perience. 

“And finally, my friends, there 
is one thing about all that you 
are doing in Corinth, that they are 
doing in Athens and Norris and 
various other places where ac- 
complishment can be seen today— 
aye, the most important thing of 
all I think is that it is being done 
by the communities themselves. 
This is not coming from Wash- 
ington—it is coming from you.”

Director, Relief 


Between now and January first, 
two hundred families in all parts 
of Coffee County will be endeavor- 
ing to locate and secure land so 
that they ean participate in the 
Rural Rehabilitation Program be- 
ing inaugurated by the Alabama 
Relief Administration, In order 
that ull may be familiar with the 
basis upon which land will be rent- 
ed, and to clarify certain details 
regarding eligibility, the following 
information was given out by the 
local office of the Alabama Relief 
Administration: 

Only those recelying relief dur- 
ing the month of September are 
eligible for the Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram, The Coffee County Relief 
Administration cannot accept ap- 
plications from farm families for 
Rehabilitation or for other forms 
of relief. Relief is still available 
for needy persons with no other 
means of subsistence if these per- 
sons live within the corporate 
limits of a town, and provided the 
applicants do not have a recent 
farm background. 

The plan of renting land most 
favored by the Alabama Rellef 
Administration is that by which 
the landlord receives a fourth of 
all pay crops such as corn, pea- 
nuts, and cotton, This is consid- 
ered the simplest agreement, and 
the fairest to all concerned. When 
the time comes for a reckoning, 
there can be no bickering about 
the settlement. The consideration 


} is one fourth, and that is all there 


is to it 

There are many advantages to 
this plan. In the first place, there 
is no investment on the part of 
the landlord. All seed, feed, and 
fertilizer are provided through the 
Rural Rehabilitation Corporation. 
Secondly, the landlord is assured 
that the tenant will be closely su- 
pervised by carefully selected 
Farm Foremen who in turn will 
be answerable to a Committee in- 
cluding the County Agent, and a 
practical farmer who has many 
years of successful farming be- 
hind him, The Rural Rehabilita- 
tion Corporation, which is a divi- 
sion of the Alabama Relief Ad- 
ministration, is chiefly interested 
in putting former recipients of re- 
lief back on their feet, so that 
they will become self-supporting 
and self-reliant citizens. No ef» 
fort will be spared to accomplish 
this end. For this reason, the land- 
lord may be assured of the sin- 
cerity of the program. 

A variety of crops will be plant- 
ed. The landlord is thus assured 
of his share of marketable pro- 
duce. The produce raised will be 
such as will bring a cash return 
when placed on the market. 

Land rented to a participant in 
the Rural Rehabilitation Program 
will be cultivated in a business- 
like manner. It should be under- 
stood that the rental agreement is 
between the landlord and the ten- 
ant, not between the landlord and 
the Rural Rehabilitation Corpora- 
tion. The latter is merely a credit 
corporation, in business not to 
make money, but to make good 
citizens, 

In certain instances, a cash rent 
agreement may be entered into, 
but such cases will be strictly lim- 
ited. Land rented for cash must 
bear the right to grow cotton. 

All families accepted into the 
Rural Rehabilitation Program will 
be supervised not only by the 
Farm Foremen, but also by the 
Social Service Department. Good 
home-making will be taught. Fam- 
ilies will be encouraged to keep 
the children in school. Proper diet 
will be stressed. In a word, the 
idea back of the program is the 
making of healthy, intelligent, 
self-reliant citizens.
